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encoding the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:12, said polynucleotide comprising the 
nucleotide sequence set forth in SEQID NO:11, a cell comprising said polynucleotide 
and a recombinant GLP-2 of SEQ ID NO:12 and a method of identifying ligands for 
GLP-2 by using the cell comprising the nucleotide of SEQ ID NO:1 1 . 

Further, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.475(b)-(d), the ISA/US considers that the 
materially and functionally dissimilar products of groups ll-V do not correspond to the 
main invention. This Authority therefore considers that the several inventions do not 
share a special technical feature within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2 and thus do not 
relate to a single general inventive concept within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.1. 

Having shown that these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art by their recognized divergent subject matter 
as defined by MPEP § 1850.
